CONSTANTINOPLE, May 18.—There was 
‘® sudden and unexpected change in the po- 
litical situation shortly before noon to- 
day. Russia quietly showed her hand and 
thereby forced Germany and Turkey out of 
the game, to all intents and purposes. * 
Last night and early this morning Tur- 
key,*supported by Germany, was practically 
defying Russia, France, Austria, Great 
Britain and Italy, insisting. upon the an- 
nexation of Thessaly, in addition to a huge 
war indemnity, and seemingly was deter- 
mined to march upon Athens. 

But the Ministers received official a@vices 
from Sofia to-day announcing that orders 
had been issued for the mobilization of the 
Bulgarian army, possfb?y at the instigation 
of Russia. 

There was a hurried consultation of the 
Ministers. The war party was for further 
defiance, but in the end pacific counsels 
seemed to have prevailed, for at 11:35 a. m. 
orders were telegraphed to Edhem Pasha to 
cease hostilities. 

The peace negotiations will now be un- 
Gertaken in real earnest and the Greeks 
will most likely be spared any further hu- 
miliation, 


. BERLIN, May 18.—It is anounced that the

Cabling from Athens, 
spondent says: 

I asked the Prime Minister if the great 
Powers would occupy Athens if the city 
were threatened by the Turks. Heereplied: 
“We might accept that, but would rather 
bu-n Athens than allow Turkish occupa- 
tion. We believe our troops will hold their 
present position.’’ 

I asked Premier Ralli how it came to pass 
that during the negotiations the Turks 
made an attack. : 

“IT warned the Ministers here,” he de- 
clared, vehemently, “that Turkey was pre- 
paring for a new attack. They refused to 
believe me. Let the Turks come to Athens, 
notwithstanding the wishes and orders of 
the Powers, and the powerlessness of the 
concert will be shown once for all.” 

The Ambassadors of the great Powers 
told me that Ralli asked them to oblige 
Turkey to stop the troops. One Ambassa- 
dor said: “‘We could only reply that we 
had done our best, but Tewfik declared it 
was impossible for him to propose that the 
Sultan recall his troops.*® + 

People are anxiously awaiting the action 
of the ministry in the present crisis. Votes 
of censure are threatened by the opposi- 
tion and if they are successful Carapanos 
is the prospective new Premier. 

Capt. Butler of Orlando, Fla., organizer of 
the Anglo-American detachment, has re- 
ceived this special wire from Domokos: 

“Fighting was very severe. The foreign 
legion, insufficiently supported, was con- 
spicuous for its bravery, Americans were 
well to the fore.” 


AUSTRIA AND RUSSIA.

Outline of Their Attitude Respecting 
Turkey’s Demands. 


VIENNA, May 18—The_ semi-official 
Fremdenblatt makes a statement to-day 
which is regarded as outlining the position 
of Austria and Russia as developed by the 
extravagant demands of Turkey, supported 
apparently by Germany. It says: 

“By selecting Pharsala as the place to 
discuss the peace negotiations, the Turkish 
Government appears to be desirous of elud- 
ing the intervention of the Powers.. 

“In fact, the Turkish Government is un- 
der a misapprehencion as to the situation. 
The integrity of Turkey, upon which Eu- 
rope has laid stress, and which Austria and 
Russia in the plainest terms have declared 
to be the basis of their policy is far from 
meaning that Turkey can act in the Bal- 
kan Peninsula as she pleases, and with- 
out regard for the powers. If Turkey 
feels the need of the-intervention of the 
powers in behalf of her own integrity, she 
cannot escape the other kind of interven- 
tion which aims at preventing her from de- 
riving an extravagant advantage from her 
The Turkish conditions of peace 
are immeasureably exaggerated. Furope 
cannot assent to the recession, of Thessaly, 
nor can it be brought about by a continu- 
ance of the war, which the victories of 
Turkey have rendered purposeless. Furth- 
er, the excessive amount of indemnity can- 
not but arouse the opposition of the pow- 
ers, as it is far beyond the capacity of 
Greece to pay. Again, by the abolition of 
the capitulations, a precedent would be cre- 
ated which the powers sone not accept. 
| Donon would do better t@ seek advantage 
from her victories in an enlarged capacity 
of action, in internal reorganization and in 
ending the disingtegrating misgovernment. 
In short, the intervention of Europe in 
behalf of the interior of Turkey means 
neither the reversal of everything in the 
Balkans nor the continuance of the‘old evi] 
—o which have prevailed in Tur- 

ey.’’ 


TURKISH ATROCITIES. 


Incidents Attending the Greek Retreat 
in Epirus. 


MANCHESTER, Eng., May 18.—The 
Guardian to-day-publishes a dispatch from 
its special correspondent with the Greeks, 
which says: The destitution of the Greeks 
in Epirus is appalling. Everything they had 
in the world has been burned or pillaged. 
The ecenes in. their flight were dreadful. 
Young girls flung themselves from the recks 
to escape outrage, and a youth .shot his 
two sisters to save them from outrage, A 
boy, who was captured by the Turks, had 
his lips, nose and ears cut off and his eyes 
torn out before he was killed.

A VERY LIGHT VOTE AND A LACK 
OF GENERAL INTEREST. 


The Woman Candidate Visiting the 
Various Polling Places in 
a Carriage. 


In spite of beautiful weather and the im- 
portant issues involved, the voting at Tues- 
day’s school election up to noon was so 
light that the judges and clerks at the .nu- 
merous polling places spent much of their 
time on the sidewalks listening to the re- 
marks of candidates who were canvassing 
the city. 

It is not altogether a quiet election. ‘The 
presence of the Liberal ticket in the field 
prevents that, as well as the feud between 
John P. Collins, one of the candidates on 
that ticket, and the family of Col. Ed But- 
ler.

EX-CASHIER SAID TO HAVE 
AIDED AN OLD CHUM. 


URGED TO TELL EVERYTHING. 


He and His Wife Talk About the 
Defaleation to Their Neighbors 
in Webster. 


It is said by a prominent official at the 
Post-office that there may be a second sen- 
sation when the case of ex-Cashier C. M. 
Hays comes to trial The alleged embez- 
zler has been urged to fell of an incident 
that occurred in his office one afternoon in 
March, 


It is not thought tiis will clear him, but 
it is the. wish of hinged that he clear 
himself of the charge taking the Govern- 
ment’s money for his own use. 


Mr. Hays has so far steadfastly refused 
to acquiesce in these requests. A resident 
of Webster, where the ex-cashier has a 
home, and is remaining pending the dispo- 
sition of the case, overheard Mr. Hays say 
the other day: ‘“‘My wife knows I am inno- 
cent and that is sufficient.”’ 

The story at the Post-office is this: Mr. 
Hays has an intimate friend, who holds a 
responsible position in a large wholesale 
house. The two were boys together and had 
been chums later in life. Early 
last March this _ ‘friend came to 
the Post-office cashier and told him 
that he had used money belonging 
to the house in speculation. All had gone 
against him and unless he had $26,000 with- 
in three days he would be shown up as a 
felon. 

He pleaded with Hays to lend him the 
money for a few days and said that he 
would certainly be able to return it within 
a fortnight. 

The cashier tried to aid his friend in some. 
way, it is said, and even consulted real 
estate men to ascertain what he could real- 
ize on his property in Webster. They told 
him a forced sale would bring a ridiculously 
low price during these hard times, 50 Mr. 
Hays decided to help his old chum with 
Government money. The story goes that 
the then cashier had $10,000 in bank which 
he withdrew and adding thereto $15,000, gave 
it to his friend. 

He thought himself secure. There had 
not been an examination by postal inspec- 
tors for three years; he was a Republican, 
and Maj. McKinley had Just been elected, 
so his tenure of office was in no danger. 
Moreover he had property, and, if necessary, 
would within a few days replace the amount 
‘‘borrowed.” 

In the meantime things were happening 
in the Posé-office Inspector's office. It is 
said Joe Johnston heard that Mr. Hays had 
tried to dispose of his property, and so one 
day took possession of the cashier's office. 
A hasty examination was made and the re- 
sult, as usual in such cases, was forwarded 
to Washington for comparison with the 
ledgerg at the capital. The error was dis- 
covered and the St. Louis Inspector noti- 
fied. 

Mr. Johnston summoned the cashier and 
questioned him, The latter told the story. 
Then for three days a desperate effort was 
made to save the cashier. His brother ar- 
rived in the city and made good the short- 
age. Postmaster Carlisle, Inspector John- 
ston and a number of prominent St. Louis- 
ans telegraphed to Washington, urging 
leniency. It is also said that a prominent 
politician journeyed to Washington and in- 
terceded for the cashier. This accounts for 
the three or four days’ suagpense, 

But the government officials were ob- 
durate. The money had been taken, and 
the person who took it must bé prosecut- 
ed, 

The afternoon Inspector Johnston was or- 
dered by Washington to proceed against the 
suspended cashier he remarked: “I could 
not feel worse were I makigg an informa- 
thon against my own brother.” 


An effort was made to see the ex-cashier 
in Webster, but, as at the time of the ex- 
posure, he refused to talk with a news- 
paper man. . Mr. Hays and his wife were 
at church last Sunday, and they are fre- 
quently seen on the streets,

The convention 
of medicine men will continue until Thurs- 
day noon. Pleasure will be sought by the 
visitors on the afternoon following adjourn- 
ment. A steamboat excursion on the river 
has been arranged by the local Entertain- 
ment Committee. 


convention to order prayer was delivered by 
Rev. Dr. N, Luccock, the recently appointed 
poster of Union Methodist Church, Dr. 
4uccock prayed that the wisdom and use- 
fulness of the assembled healers might be 
enlarged in scope and that they might be 
a blessing to the human race. 

After the invocation came Mayor Henry 
Ziegenhein with an address of weleome. The 
Mayor talked less than five minutes. He 
Said; *‘As the Chief Executive of the City 
of St. Louis, I extend to the medical profes- 
sion a welcome to the city. I have never 
had much occasion to use doctors, myself.

But, that does not say that 
not useful. Doctors have op- 
to see all classes of people, and 
are possessed of much information about 
humanity. I am glad to have you here, and 
when you get*throug’h your work and leave, 
I hope you will feel that St. Louis and Mis- 
sour: are strictly in it, I thank you.”’ 

Then the Mayor took a seat on the stage, 
His face beamed with a healthy glow, and 
he jooked like he might never need a doctor 
nor an undertaker. 

On behalf of the St. Louis physicians, Dr. 
E. H. Gregory, ex-President of the associa- 
tion, supplemented the Mayor’s address of 
welcome. Dr. Gregory is advanced in years 
and is commonly known as the Nestor of 
the State Medical Association. ‘‘The medi- 
cal profession of St. Louis receives you with 
open arms,"’ said Dr. Gregory. as he ad- 
vanced toward the footlights, ‘‘and I am go- 
ing. to get just as near to you as possible.”’ 

ollowing his prefatory remarks of cor- 
dial welcome, Dr. Gregory reviewed the 
history of the association. 

“] was present nearly half a century ago, 
when this association was organized,’’ said 
he, “and I have watched 
growth with vast interest. My old teacher 
was the first President of the association 
and he was one of those physicians having 
a full understanding of the sacredness of 
professional honor. ‘Mine honor is my life,’ 
was his motto, as it should be of all doc- 
tors.

Special attention is being given by the as- 
sociation to discussion of preliminary edu- 
cation necessary to the successful medical 
prattitioner. Within the last two years 
there has been an endless amount of agita- 
tion relative to the educationa] standard 
for doctors. The State Board of Health hag 
made repeated efforts to prescribe prelimin. 
ary literary attainments requisite to medi- 


ecal graduation, Recently it has been dis- 


covered that, according to the laws of the 
State, the Board of Health has no power 
to prescribe a curriculum of study or to 
otherwise regulate the issuing of diplomas, 
except to a very Uimited extent. 

Dr. W. H. Evans of Sedalia, who was un- 
able to be present at the convention, sent a 
am te entitied: ‘‘The Value of Certain Pre- 
iminary Studies to the Medical Student." 
This paper was read and it was declared 
One of the best of the entire programme, 
In substance, Dr, Evans plainly stated that 
no one not fairly well educated should at- 
tempt the study of medicine, and by fairly 
well educated, he meant that the student 
must know more than the average youn 
man or old man who enters a medical school. 

Dr. J. E. Binnie of Kansas City read a pa- 
with that of Dr. Evans. He 
thought there should be more stringent 
regulations regarding the issuing of diplo- 
mas. His suggestion was that the power 
be taken away from medical colleges and 
vested in a State Examining Board, suth 
board to be appointed as follows: one mem- 
ber by the Governor, one by the State Med. 
ical Association, one by the State Homeo- 
pathic Association and two' by the deans 
of the various medical colleges. his plan, 
he thought, would materially raise the 
standard of medical education.

The Murder Wag Prevented and Mc- 
Pherson Says’He Never Saw 
the Men Before. 


NEW YORK, May 18.—An attempt was 
made to-day to kill ex-United States Senator 
J, R. McPherson in his office in the Aldridge 
building, this city. William B. Van Aken, 
who made the attempt, is partly blind and 
is said to be interested in a suit in which 
the Senator is also involved. Van Aken had 
an accomplice in the matter, whose name is 
unknown and who escaped. Van Aken was 
arrested. 

Senator McPherson, who represented. New 
Jersey in the Senate for about eighteen 
‘ears, is now President of the Western 

tock Yards Co., with offices in the Aldridge 
building. The ex-Sfenator oecupies an inner 
office, while the outer office is for his Secre- 
ary Edward F, Lowe. Both men were in 
their usual places about 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing when two men entered. One was Van 
Aken, a well-built man, about 5 feet 10 inches 
in height. The other man was somewhat 
smaller. Both Men walked through the 
Secretary’s office, past Mr. Lowe, and into 
the inner office, where Senator McPherson 
sat, Senator McPherson was looking over 
some papers at his desk, and sat with his 
back to the door, Both men walked up to 
him and spoke to him. 

Just what they said is not known, as the 
Senator has not qu.te recovered from the 
shock and can not yet tell what really hap- 
pened. He is so weak that a nurse al- 
ways accompanies him to hig office. 

Mr. Lowe, the Secretary, says he heard 
Van Aken says something to the Senator 
about wanting him (to settie a suit. Mr.

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COURT OF APPEALS SO RULES IN 
A TEST CASE. 


ALL THE JUDGES CONCURRED. 


Judge Bond’s Opinion Is That the Mis- 
souri Pacific Properly Rejected 
Mr, Bettis’ Wheel. 


Judge Henry Bond of the Court of Ap- 
peals has written an opinion which is con- 
curred in by Judges Biand and Biggs on the 
subject of bicycles as baggage, which will 
cause the bicycle riders much sadness and 
disgust. 

The judge says bicycles are not baggage, 
and that the railroads in the State of Mis- 


sour! do not have to carry them free of 

. charge. 

The case in which the question has been 

tested is that of J. H. Bettis against the 
Missouri Pacific Railway. 

Mr. Bettis bought a first-class ticket from 

. Webster to St. Louis and presented his 


bicycle to the baggage agent to have it 
checked to St. Louis as ord! nary baggage. 

e was refused by the railroad agent and 
. took the matter into the courts to make a 
test case of it. 

In April, 1896, Judge Russell issued a 
‘ writ of mandamus against the railroad, cit- 
ing it to show cause why the bicycle should 
not gO as baggage. Upon a hearing of the 
case he decided against the railway com- 
pany in favor of the bicycle. 

The road appealed to the Court of Ap- 
‘ peals and the decision has been rendered as 
stated. 

Judge Bond says in his opinion: “Ordinary 
baggage is made up of two elements. First 
certain things which may become such; sec- 
ond the bags, trunks, valises, satchels, pack- 
ages and other receptacles in which these 
things are to be put before they can be 
- de -emed baggage. 

“In other words, the bag or receptacles 

‘and their contents are both necessary com- 
onents of the idea conveyed by the term 
aggage.”’ 

Judge Bond then goes into a lengthy tech- 
nical description of what a bicycle is and 
what it is used for, then he says: 

‘Taking the plaintiff’ s as a type of the bi- 
cycle of to-day and leaving out of view for 
the moment the fact that it was unpacked 
and unprotected when tendered to the de- 
fendant, was a thing comprehended within 
the definition of personal or ordinary bag- 
gage? Of course, it had no utility during 
- the trip, It is claimed, however, that it was 
conven‘ent and useful at the end of the 
trip. Conceding this to be true, cannot the 
same be said, and with equal truth, of every 
other form of vehicle or carriage which the 
traveler might own. Some of these fall 
within the statutory limit of 100 pounds as 
to weight. 

“Our opinion is that from their nature, 
structure, and classification, bicycles belong 
to those things which are properly the sub- 
rect of freight contracts. and are not em- 
sraced iA the class of things denoted by the 
words personal or ordinary baggage.”’ 

The court says that as a matter of gen- 
eral information it is known that in other 
States bicycles have not been classed as 
baggage until there has been special legis- 
Jation in the matter. Concluding, Judge 
Bond says: 

‘Under the facts shown in this record the 
defendant had the absolute right to refuse 
to accept the bicycle tendered as persorial 
baggage, irrespective of any question as to 
its right to be so classed, on the ground 
that it Was not deliverable to him as such 
until it had been properly packed, crated or 
otherwise protected from the perils of hand- 
ling or transportation.

It is a part of her duty to carry messages 
occasionally to establishments in the down 
town district.

MOUND CITY LODGE TROUBLE. 


General Financial Depression Has In- 
terfered With the Growth of 
the Order. 


MIS- 


The Missouri Grand Lodge, I. O. O. F., 
met at 9 a. m, in the Odd Fellows’ building, 
Ninth and Olive streets. Grand Master B. 
F. Thomas presided, flanked on either side 
by Grand Secretary Sloan and Grand Patri- 
arch Black. 

The Grand Lodge of Missouri consists of 
100 representatives from as many districts. 
Desks were provited for that number ahd 
fully 90 per cent of the representation was 
present. Probably 300 more Odd Fellows 
were about the building as spectators. 

The sessions of the Grand Lodge are 
secret. Nobody is allowed inside the place 
of meeting who is not a district member or 


an officer of a subordinate lodge. Citizens 
not members of the order are rigidly ex- 
cluded. 

Tuesday’s sessions were devoted to re- 
ceiving the reports of the Grand officers 
and receiving the credentials of the district 
representatives. The reports of the officers 
were referred to appropriate committees 
and pending their reports the Grand Lodge 
took a recess until. \ ednesday. There will 
be no night sessions. 

The reports of the officers contained much 
of interest. Grand Master Thomas was 
compelled to admit that the financial de- 
pression throughout the State had checked 
the growth and prosperity of the order in 
a measure. Fewer new lodges were instl- 
tuted than ever before, and calls for relief 
were greater. There were but nine new 
lodges instituted in the jurisdiction within 
the year. 

The Grand Master’s report gives an ac- 
count of his action in the famous Capital 
City Lodge affair, which is eee. ast 
fall, when the campaign was on, the Capital 
City Lodge, No. 37, of Jefferson City, issued 
a fiery circular, calling upon every Odd Fel- 
low in Missouri to vote against the removal 
of the capital from Jeflerson City to Se- 
dalia. This was considered by the Grand 
Master to be a gross violation of the rules 
of the order, and he compelled the Jefferson 
City Lodge to withdraw the circular and 
spread upon its minutes a complete retrac- 
tion of the proceedings which led to its is- 
suance. 

“So palpable a use of the machinery of our 
noble order, to ald or discourage a political 
echeme, I felt it my duty to annul at once. 
The lodge (37) withdrew its action, and 
apologized, and I forgave it; but I refer the 
matter to 'the Grand Lodge ‘for its action.’ 

Referring to the squabble of Mound City 
296, of St. Louis, whose charter 


was arrested and subsequently restored, 
with the names of twelve members elim- 
inated, the Grand.Master says: 

“Complaint coming to me of trouble that 
| had existed for some time in Mound Clty 
Lodge, No. 29%, of St. Louis, I appointed 
P. G. Master E. Wilkerson of No. 5 Special 
Deputy, with full power to investigate and 
determine the cause of said complaints. 
After a thorough investigation, he reported 
to me that the laws of the order had been 
flagrantly violated. That the lodge was in 
such a condition as to be unable to punish 
those who were guilty of violation of their 
obligations. 

pon his report I authorized him to ar- 
rest ehe charter of said Mound City Lodge, 
which order was promptly obeyed. 

“A petition being presented through my 
Special Deputy, and upon his recommenda- 
tion and with the concurrence of the Exe- 
cutive Committee, I restored the charter 
of said lodge to a certain number of peti- 
tioners."* 

The members of the Grand Lodge are in- 
dignant that the suspended members of 
Mound City Lodge should preface their ap- 
plication for readmission by abuse of the 
grand officers through the newspapers, 


An interesting report is that of the board 
which controls the Odd Fellows’ Home at 
Liberty, Mo. This is the home. for aged 
and decrepit Odd Fellows, and for the 
orphaned children of Odd Fellows. The 
home is supported by the Odd Fellows of 
the State, a per capita tax of a small amount 
(30 cents) being assessed by each lodge. The 
officers of the home as as follows: Presi- 
dent, W. H. Woodward, St. Louis; Vice- 
President, Mrs. L. U. De Bolt , Trenton; 
Secretary, Edw. Whitkerson uis; 
Treasurer, Chas. F. Vogel, st. i, 
ecutive Committee—W. H. Woodward, R. M. 
Abercrombie, Edw. Wilkerson, Charles F. 
Vogel, M. Goldman. cesta ‘and Visiting 
Committee—R. M. Abercrombie, Sisters L, 

De Bolt and Alice E. Poundstone. 

The receipts of the Home are about $1,000 
a month, and there are now forty-one in- 
mates of all ages. The Home, which is a 
farm, is somewhat in debt, and to relieve 
this it is recommended that the per capita 
tax be increased from W cents a year to 
cents, which it is estimated will clear off the 
debt in two years. 

The report of the Grand Secretary deais 
with the material prosperity of the order 
and does so somewhat lugubrously. Grand 
Secretary Sloan says, not without pathos: 

“Suspension for non-payment of dues,” 
is the burning question with our order in 
this as in all other go and how 
to reduce the annual loss to the order on 
that account is a subject which should and 
does command the attention and considera- 
tion of all who are truly interested in the 
progress of our order. A careful, compe- 
tent Secretary who appreciates the value of 
collecting dues at the opportune time, and 
in kindly reminding the onan. eas of ve 
proaching delinquency, will do more to 
avert suspensions than all other means 
combined. 

The Grand Secretary also presents a nut 
of a politica] character which he invites 
somebody to crack when he remarks: 

The promised “‘wave of prosperity’’ not 
having quite reached us in this State, our or- 
der has continued as loaded down with de- 
pression in business; the few at work, with 
——- stagnation "prevailing, the many 
dle and unable to secure employment, has, 
of course, retarded our growth as an order. 
and, added to this, the competition of the 
egy societies which promise large returns 
for little investments, and none need be 
surprised that our gain has been so small; 
indeed, we should congratulate ourselves 


that “it is as well with us as it is.’ 
Grand Secretary Sloan also pays a tribute

He insisted eat all these remonstrators 
were anxious to see street improvement 
work go forward, and protested that ag 4 
wouldn’t for the world place anythi 
the way; but the boulevard people had — 
assessed heavily for the improvement of 
cross streets. e himself had had to pay 
over $1,000 in the past year. He lives at 
Pendleton and Washington avenues. 

: Parker, President of the Washing- 
ton Boulevard mprovement Association, 
said he did not feel that as a body it was 
wise to oppose street improvements, but on 
account of the peculiar conditions they 
would have to do so just at this time. Brick 
and asphalt paving being as yet in the ex- 
perimental stage, the association wanted 
something different.

DES MOINES’ ELECTRIC LIGHT, 

The city of Des Moines, lowa, has 
solved the electric lighting problem by 
voting for municipal ownership. The 
method of carrying it into effect ought to 
furnish a hint to St. Louis, Surely if bids 
were asked, contractors could be found 
who would make a proposition similar to 
that of the McCaskey & Holcomb Com- 
pany for lighting Des Moines. 

The full text of the bid of McCaskey & 
Holeomb can be found by our city fath- 
ers in the magazine “City Government” 
for May. The terms of the bid amount to 
the city paying for the plant which the 
contractors are to build in monthly in- 
stallments of $4,583.33. This is equivalent 
to paying $110 for each are light onan all- 
night schedule. The city has been paying 
at the rate of $126 per arc lamp on an all- 
night schedule, 

This incident at Des Moines proves that 
the outery against electric light charges 
in the great cities has not been without 
reason. If it will pay McCaskey & Hol- 
comb to build a plant, furnish lights at 
$110 each for six and a half years, and 
then turn over the plant to the city for 
the sum of $1.00, what can be said of 
charges of $126 per light except that they 
have been a species of hold-up? 

St. Louis is undoubtedly in favor of 
municipal ownership of the lghting 
plant. The Board of Public Improve- 
ments. should take steps to see if this 
city cannot do as well as Des Moines in 
the matter of lighting the streets.

GERRYMANDERING ILLINOIS.

The disclosures regarding the brutality 
and inhumanity of the Spaniards in Cuba 
are no surprise. Enterprising newspaper 
correspondents made them familiar long 
ago to the American people. Their con- 
firmation in the official reports of con- 
suls to the State Department gave our 
Government the right either to take cog- 
nizance of them, or to continue to ignore 
them in accordance with the Cleveland- 
Olney policy 

It must be admitted that the Cleveland- 
Olney policy of ignoring the information 
sent in by its official agents was more 
dignified and decent than such Official | 
recognition as is given it by President 
MecKinley’s tame, halting and cowardly 
message—a message in which every sen- 
tence and word is carefully chosen and 
weighed for the purpose of avoijing the 
implication that our Government is aware 
that the distress of American citizens in 
Cuba, which the appropriation asked for 
is to relieve, is due to a state of war 
which the whole world knows to exist. 

Compare this message with the brave 
words contained in the Cuban plank of 
the Republican platform, and we need no 
further explanation of the scorn and con- 
tempt which the Spanish journals in 
Cuba and at home heap upon the Amer- 
ican name. It was not such a message 
as this that was called for and expected 
when a Cuban message became necessary 
from the head of the American republic.

HAS CROW FLUNKEDt 

It is reported from Kansas City that 
Attorney General Crow has stated that 
he is “too busy” to bring the promised 
quo warranto proceedings to determine 
whether or not Vallins, the Pinkerton de- 
tective, is qualified under the constitution 
and the laws to hold the office of Chief of 
Police to which he was appointed by the 
new Police Board of Kansas City. It is 
reported further that great pressure has 
been brought to bear wWpon Attorney .Gen- 
eral Crow by the Police Commissioners 
who made the appointment, and the 
Cable Company, the banks, the corpora- 
tions and the anti-Democratic newspa- 
pers, who constitute their chief backers. 

It is to be hoped that Attorney General 
Crow will resist this pressure and do his 
plain duty. When the petitions of the 
local labor unions wére presented to him, 
he announced publicly that he would take 
up the matter at once and institute quo 
warranto proceedings. If he fails to ful- 
fill this promise, the labor unions which 
presented the petitions should take up 
the matter again and should enlist the 
aid of the Labor unions throughout the 
State, The Post-Dispatch will render all 
the assistance possible in the matter by 
publishing conspicuously any resolutions 
that may be adopted or any other action 
that may be taken regarding the matter.

' pat Enquirer 
Psy of prosperity by its “advance agent,” 
William McKinley, leads us to the inquiry 
as to the date when prosperity left us, how 
jong it had been with us up to that daie 
and what had been the causes of its exist- 
ence and its decline. We are glad to be able 
to quote Speaker Reed on the subject of 
the last era of national prosperity, the date 
when it commenced and the year of its de- 
mise. On the 10th of September last Mr. 
Reed made a speech in Portland, Maine, in 
which he said: “From 1879 to 1892 the 
United States grew in wealth, dignity and 
honor.” He did not attribute this era of 
prosperity to protective duties on imports. 
We had a high protective tariff from 1861 
until 1898, a period of 32 years. It had not 
prevented the panic of 1873, The- drift of 
Mr. Reed’s speech was that prosperity on- 
lv attended those nations which paid more 
than they owed, and paid itin a better cur- 
rency than they borrowed. 

Mr. Reed wholly omitted to mention the 
great dominating fact that the era of pros- 
perity referred to by him was coincident 
with the era of restored silver coinage. The 
stealthy change in our coinage laws, by 
which John Sherman secured the abolition 
of the legal tender quality of silver money 
without the knowledge of Congress, Was 
the “Crime of 1873." This crime was par- 
tially redressed in 1878 by the passage of 
the Bland-Allison act, which restored the 
full legal tender quality of the silver dol- 
lar, and provided for its coinage to the ex- 
tent of not less than $2,000,006 a month, In 
1890 the purchase of silver for use as money 
was more than doubled by the Sherman 
Purchase act, which was a Republican cau- 
cus measure, passed by a Republican Con- 
gress and approved by President Harrison. 
This act was repealed in 1898. The legal 
tender quality of the silver dollars remained 
undisturbed, but no further additions to the 
supply could be made. 

From 1879 to 1892, the very years named 
by Mr. Reed as covering our last era of 
prosperity, Republican silver legislation 
added $630,000,000 to the volume of full legal 
tender metal money of this country. This 
was an average of $42,000,000 a year. It was 
this steady increase in the volume of money 
that made prosperity possible. The in- 
creasing demand for money, with the in- 
crease of population and business, was, dur- 
ing that period, accompanied by a corre- 
sponding increase in the supply. There was 
neither contraction to reduce values nor in- 
flation to unduly increase them. The gloom 
and disaster which have hung over the 
country like a pall since 1892 have been 
caused by the abandonment of this policy 
and the inauguration of the policy 
of contraction by making the supply of 
money stationary while the demand for its 
uses steadily increased, The country is in- 


debted to Mr. Reed for the statement, upon} 


such high authority, that our tatest era of 
prosperity commenced with the resurrec- 
tion of the silver dollar from the tomb in 
which John Sherman had placed it, and 
ended with the passage of Mr. Cleveland’s 
bill for the repeal of the silver purchase 
law. 

We have another Republican authority 
from which to quote. It is especially for the 
benefit of those who think that tariff legis- 
lation alone can restore prosperity, that 
we quote from President Harrison. In his 
message of 1890 he exulted over the !m- 
petus which had been given to business by 
the passage of the Sherman Purchase Act. 
Some had endeavored to credit the MeKin- 
ley tariff with the then prevailing activity 
in trade; but President Harrison emphat- 
ically declared that not the tariff, but the 
increase of the volume of money, by the 
purchase of four millions of ounces of sil- 
ver per month for use as money, Was the 
real cause of the greatly improved con- 
ditions. Here is what he said in his 
message: 

“The increased circulation secured by the 
act has exerted and will continue to exert 
a most beneficial influence upon business 
and upon general values. 

“The enlargement of our currency by the 
silver bill undoubtedly gave an upward ten- 
dency to trade, and had a marked effect on 
prices; but this natural and desired effect of 
the silver legislation was by many erro- 
neously attributed to the new tariff act.”’ 

Accarding to these two great Republican 
statesmen, prosperity goes with even a par- 
tial restoration of silver coinage, and in- 
creases with the increase in the amount of 
silver money added to the common stock; 
while depression, panic, business failures 
and shrinking of values accompany the ex- 
clusion of silver from our mints. Why, 
then, does not the Republican administra- 
tion apply the former remedy? President 
McKinley voted to pass the silver coinage 
act of 1878 over the veto of President Hayes, 
and President Harrison helped to shape and 
place upon the statute book the Sherman 
Purchase Act. We now find them submis- 
sively following in the footsteps of Mr. 
Cleveland, and carrying out his policy of 
ruin and disaster to all but usurerg and 
Sheriffs. 

Business men who are being bankrupted by 
our present system of finance will have 
ample time, while sitting amid the ruins 
of their business enterprises, to study up 
this question. But they will never be able 
to understand why the Republican leaders 
have preferred to sin against light, and 
stultify themselves by reversing their own 
policy. Their course can only be account- 
ed for by their willingness to further en- 
slave the people, and to prostrate all busi- 
ness but those of gold and band brokerage, in 
consideration of the political support they 
received in the form of vast contributions 
to the corruption fund which placed them 
in nower.

Several Women in the West End Taken 
in by a Clever Scheme to 
Float Stock. 


- 


A petition filed in the Clerk's office of the 
Circuit Court alleges that Attorney Sil- 
verston, formerly connected with the Lar- 
bordine Pharmacal Company, 10% North 
Fourth street, residence 5710 Maple avenue, 
has floated stock for a “dummy” corpora- 
tion, the capital of which was never paid 
up and that John H, Vette & Co., money 
lenders, 110 North Ninth street, have acted 
in collusion with him. 

The petition ts filed by Lawyer John W. 
Evans, 510 Pine street. The plaintiffs are 
Mary ©. Meyer and Leo Meyer, husband and 
wife. 

The allegation in the petition is that on 
April 1, 1896, Silverston represented himself 
to the plaintiffs as president and general 
manager of the Universal] Light and Power 
Co., which had a capital stock of $24,000 
in $100 shares, all paid up; and that the 
shares were rapidly inereasing in value, 
upon these representations the plaintiffs 
purchased ten shares, giving therefor $0 
cash and a note for $950; that as security 
for such note they gave a deed of trust on 
some Cass avenue property. 

The petition then avers that every allega- 
tion made by the defendant Silverston was 
false; that not a cent had been paid on the 
capital stock and that the corporation was, 
in fact, a dummy. 

Then the charge is made that the note 
Was transferred to John H. Vette & Co., 
who acted in collusion. 

The plaintiffs sue for the recovery of the 
$50 and ask that the note be declared null 
and void. 


Lawyer Evans was asked for particulars 
concerning the charges made: 

“The scheme,” he said, “is one of the 
cleverest ever worked in Missouri and it 
has ramifications in other states. This suit 
is but one of many that will follow and we 

ropose to air the matter thoroughly and 

n other courts than the Circuit Court. 

“Unfortunately, there are several inno- 
cent persons mixed up in the matter, and I 
wish they may be done justice. 

“On March 19 Silverston, then posing as 
Dr. Silverston, conceived the idea of form- 
ing the Universal Light and Power Co. He 
induced three women, Mrs. Margaret Nieb- 
ling, Mrs. Mary Burke and Mrs, A. F, Beaz- 
ley—the latter his sister-in-law—to sign pa- 
pers he had prepared, and several days later 
the Universal Light and Power Co. was in- 
corporated, Mrs, Niebling taking one share, 
Mrs. Burke one and Mra. Beazley 238. The 
following Gay he had all the shares trans- 
ferred to himself. The papers of incorpora- 
tion set forth that the purpose of the com- 
pany was the securing of letters patent on 
drugs, mining machinery and electrical ap- 
Pliances, also the securing of copyr.ghts,. It 
was truly a universal company. 

“The Mrs. Niebling who figured in this 
was entirely innocent of wrong-doing and 
in fact I believe all the women were. Mrs. 
Niebling is the wife of William Niebling, a 
wealthy German, who lives at 4113 North 
Grand avenue. ; 

“Strange to say the Nieblings were among 
the first victims. Several months after 
the stock had been transferred Silverston 
told them the company was thriving and 
Was good property to invest in. He induced 
them to purchase ten shares and they gave 
him in return a quitclaim deed to a farm 
in Kansas that was worth $1,500. 

“It.was through the Nieblings that Sil- 
verston met Mr.:and Mrs. Meyer and then 
followed the sale that is recorded in the 
petition. | 

“About this time Silverston visited Mem- 

his, Tenn., and floated a quantity of stock 
here. I understand he realized $5,000 out 
of his trip to that city. Returning to St. 
Louis he floated more stock and I have the 
hames of ten St. Louisan’s who invested in 
the company. 

“Last winter the stockholders became 
suspicious and began an Investigation. The 
Nieblings and the Meyers’ placed their in- 
terests in my hands and so did several other 
persons. I called on Mr. Silverston and 

uestioned him concerning the Universal 

ight and Power Co. It was as I had sup- 
— The company had no works, no of- 

ce, nothing save an existence on paper. 

“Tt told han he would have to make resti- 
tution. He did so in the case of the Nieb- 
lings, returning them the quitclaim deed for 
the Kansas farm. 

**As for the Meyers and other stockhold- 
ers he s¢id their notes had passed beyond 
his control and were in the hands of 
brokers. I understand that John H. Vette 
& Co. have negotiated most of this paper, 
#0 I include hm in the petition. 

“T shall soon file a number of other suits 
for the recovery of money and collateral 
given for this dummy stock.” 

John H. Vette expressed great surprise 
when informed he had beeh made co-de- 
fendant with Anthony Silverston in the 
suit brought by the Meyers. 

“IT bought that deed of trust from Mr. 
Silverston the same as would buy any 
good piece of paper,”’ said he. 

“l only know Mr. Silverston slightly and 
never heard of the Universal Light qnd 


Power Co. 

Mr. Silverston could not be found. The 
‘ffice yeas Ory, legend Larbordine Phar- 
nacal Co., 100% North Fourth street, was 


“closed and the janitor said Mr. Sliverston 


had sold out several months ago and taken 
another office—where, he d'd not know.
